Of  these,  one  was  an  Honorary  member,  twenty-two  were 
Life  members  and  twenty-one  Annual  members. 

James  Eley,  one  of  our  few  Honorary  Members,  died  Febru- 
ary 23  at  his  home  in  Sleaford  Road,  Boston,  England.  He 
had  been  Mayor  of  Boston  in  1910,  191 1  and  1916;  he  was  in 
office  at  the  time  of  the  restoration  of  the  old  Guild  Hall  for 
which  members  of  this  Society  contributed  the  amount  re- 
maining to  be  raised. 

Henry  H.  Edes,  who  died  in  October,  was  a  prominent 
member  of  many  historical  societies,  a  well  known  antiquarian 
scholar,  and  the  founder  of  the  Colonial  Society  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Francis  H.  Manning,  who  died  October  31,  had  been  a 
Director  of  our  Society  since  1904  and  Vice  President  since  1907. 
He  was  an  almost  daily  visitor  at  the  Old  State  House,  and 
took  great  pleasure  in  showing  attention  to  strangers,  es- 
pecially those  from  a  distance  or  in  the  service  of  the  Army 
and  Navy.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  us  all.  An  appre- 
ciative resolution  in  his  memory  was  adopted  by  the  Directors 
and  by  the  Society,  and  many  of  the  officers  and  members 
attended  the  funeral  service  at  Mount  Auburn. 

The  Bay  State  Historical  League  has  held  four  meetings 
during  the  year  at  each  of  which  the  Society  was  represented 
by  delegates  and  other  members: — on  January  14  with  the 
Dorchester  Historical  Society,  at  the  First  Parish  Meeting 
House ;  on  April  29  at  Taunton  with  the  Old  Colony  Historical 
Society;  June  24  (the  annual  meeting)  with  the  Dedham 
Historical  Society,  and  September  30  with  the  Worcester 
Historical  Society. 

On  Monday,  January  16,  at  the  request  of  Mayor  Peters, 
the  "Wilson  Hour"  meeting  in  aid  of  the  W^oodrow  Wilson 
Fund  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  on  Wednesday, 
September  27,  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
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Samuel  Adams  was  celebrated  by  a  short  speech  from  the 
historic  balcony  and  an  address  in  the  Council  Chamber  by 
Senator  Henry  Cabot  Lodge.  The  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence was  read  on  July  4  from  the  balcony  by  Orazio  Ercole 
Vaccaro,  a  pupil  of  the  Public  Latin  School  appointed  by 
Mayor  Curley,  and  for  half  an  hour  at  noon  of  Saturday, 
December  23,  Messrs.  A.  H.  Fisher,  A.  J.  Smith,  J.  N.  Proctor 
and  F.  J.  Howard,  trumpeters  from  the  211th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  ist  Corps  of  Cadets,  played  Christmas  music,  as 
for  the  past  fourteen  years;  a  large  gathering  of  people  in 
State  Street  showing  their  appreciation  and  interest. 

Tuesday  evening,  March  14,  your  President  attended  a 
review  by  Governor  Cox  of  the  211th  Machine  Gun  Battalion 
at  the  Cadet  Armory,  and  the  presentation  of  colors  and  medals 
by  Gen.  Francis  H.  Appleton  in  behalf  of  the  Veteran  Asso- 
ciation of  the  1st  Corps  of  Cadets. 

Monday  evening,  April  3,  your  President,  as  a  member  of 
the  Honorary  Committee,  and  other  members,  represented 
the  Society  at  the  exercises  in  commemoration  of  the  one- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  Everett 
Hale,  held  at  Symphony  Hall.  Governor  Cox  presided  and 
addresses  were  made  by  Senator  Lodge  and  Dean  Brown  of 
Yale  University. 

On  October  17,  the  President  and  several  members  of  the 
Society  attended  the  presentation  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
the  sword  carried  at  Concord  Fight  by  Major  John  Buttrick: 
the  ceremony  was  held  in  the  room  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  at  the  State  House,  Rev.  Dr.  Horton  making  the 
presentation  address  in  behalf  of  the  descendants  of  Major 
Buttrick,  and  Governor  Cox  accepting  the  sword. 

On  November  9th,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Great 
Fire  in  Boston  was  celebrated  by  the  City  by  a  parade  of  the 
Fire  Department  in  which  35  cities  and  towns  which  had 
given  help  in  1872  took  part. 

On  Sunday,  December  31,  the  two  hundredth  anniversary 
of  Christ  Church  was  celebrated  by  a  special  service  and  his- 
torical address  by  Bishop  Lawrence.  The  Clerk  and  Mr. 
Silsby  represented  this  Society.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ROOMS 

The  Committee  on  the  Rooms  herewith  reports  for  the  year 
1922: 

The  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Great  Bos- 
ton Fire  in  1872  has  brought  to  the  Collections  several  interest- 
ing relics  of  that  event.  Two  striking  examples  are :  a  nest  of 
four  china  tea  cups,  originally  there  were  six,  firmly  fused  to- 
gether; the  other  a  misshapen  glass  cologne  bottle;  both  show 
evidence  of  the  excessive  heat  of  the  fire.  They  were  given 
respectively  by  Harry  S.  Moy  and  Grenville  H.  Norcross. 
Several  fire  trumpets  and  a  collection  of  photographs  have  also 
been  added  to  the  Collections.  The  celebration  of  this  anni- 
versary brings  to  mind  the  picturesque  manner  in  which  the 
City  of  Boston  officially  participated  in  the  event.  The 
Society  at  its  November  meeting  also  commemorated  the 
occasion. 

Several  school  medals  have  been  added  to  the  Society's  Col- 
lection and  three  interesting  pictures  have  been  placed  in  the 
Military  Alcove  on  the  third  floor.  These  are  illustrative  of 
the  career  of  Robert  Keayne  of  Windsor,  Eng.,  and  Boston, 
Mass.  He  was  the  first  commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Company  of  Massachusetts. 

So  much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  rearrangement  of  the 
Collections  in  Winthrop  and  Blackstone  Halls  in  the  third 
story  that  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  be  seen  by  the  public  early 
in  the  coming  year.  Classified  more  than  before,  the  various 
exhibits  will  not  be  excelled  in  interest  elsewhere  in  the  Old 
State  House. 
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During  the  present  year  the  sum  of  $780.53  has  been  ex- 
pended by  the  Committee  for  the  care  of  the  Rooms  and  the 
Society  has  received  $245.64  from  the  sale  of  prints  and  souve- 
nirs and  Town  House  Books.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LIBRARY 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  reports  as  follows  for  the  past 
year,  during  which  time  there  have  been  added  fifty-eight 
volumes  and  forty-six  pamphlets : 

The  following  books  have  been  purchased  from  the  income 
of  the  James  Lyman  Whitney  Library  Fund :  Volume  i  of  the 
Life  of  William  Shirley,  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  1741- 
1756;  by  George  A.  Wood:  Memoirs  of  a  Hostess;  a  Chronicle 
of  Eminent  Friendships;  from  diaries  of  Mrs.  James  T.  Fields; 
by  M.  A.  DeWolf  Howe:  Glimpses  of  Authors;  by  CaroHne 
Ticknor:  Sailing  Ships  of  New  England,  1607-1907;  by  John 
Robinson  and  George  Francis  Dow  and  the  Index  of  Ancestors 
and  Honor  Roll  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars. 

The  following  books  were  given  to  the  Society  by  their 
authors:  The  Beginnings  of  the  American  Revolution,  by  Miss 
Ellen  Chase;  three  volumes:  Old  Park  Street  and  its  Vicinity, 
by  Robert  M.  Lawrence,  M.D.,  and  the  Reminiscences  of  Mrs. 
Louisa  Crowninshield  Bacon.  William  E.  Nickerson,  a  mem- 
ber, has  given  us  the  History  of  the  Pilgrims  and  Puritans; 
their  Ancestry  and  Descendants,  by  Joseph  Dillaway  Sawyer; 
three  volumes:  we  have  also  received  the  biography,  entitled 
Moses  Greeley  Parker,  M.D. ;  it  was  compiled  by  Frederick  W. 
Coburn,  art  critic  of  the  Boston  Herald  and  was  given  to  the 
Society  by  Mrs.  Mary  G.  Morrison  of  Lowell,  a  sister  of  Doctor 
Parker. 

There  have  been  added  during  the  year:  the  serial  publica- 
tions of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  the  New  Eng- 
land Historic  Genealogical  Society,  the  Society  for  the  Preser- 
vation of  New  England  Antiquities,  the  Medford  Historical 
Society  and  the  Essex  Institute. 

An  interesting  addition  to  the  Library  is  a  set  of  twenty-five 
volumes,  comprising  the  Reports  of  the  Boston  Protective 
Department  from  1880  to  1905.  These  are  given  by  Capt. 
Samuel  Abbott,  who  was  for  many  years  Superintendent  of 
that  organization.  Captain  Abbott  was  most  active  in  placing 
in  the  Old  State  House  the  Collections  of  the  Boston  Veteran 
Firemen's  Association  when  it  disbanded  in  1914. 
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The  Committee  has  expended  during  the  year  the  sum  of 
$179.25  for  clerical  work,  binding  and  the  maintenance  of  the 
Library.  It  also  reports  that  the  James  Lyman  Whitney 
Library  Fund  amounted  to  $656.40  at  the  close  of  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Committee  on  Publications  reports  as  follows  for  the 
year  1922: 

The  illustration  selected  for  a  frontispiece  of  this  Annual 
Proceedings  for  1923  is  a  copy  of  a  photographic  view  of  the 
ruins  of  the  Great  Boston  Fire  which  occurred  on  November  9, 
1872.  The  interest  aroused  last  month  by  the  observance  of 
the  semi-centennial  of  the  fire  makes  this  picture  a  timely  one 
and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  received  with  interest  by  the 
members  of  the  Society.  The  anniversary  also  brought  many 
photographs  to  the  Collections  and  these  with  the  ones  already 
in  our  possession  are  to  form  a  special  exhibit. 

The  illustration  which  precedes  the  article  by  Rev.  Edward 
Everett  Hale,  D.D.,  entitled  "School  Street  in  1830"  is 
reproduced  from  an  engraving  by  J.  Kidder  in  an  old  time 
Boston  magazine  The  Polyanthos  of  1813. 

The  County  Court  House  shown  in  the  engraving,  was 
built  of  granite  in  18 10  and  cost  almost  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  The  main  building  was  octagonal  in  form  with  wings 
at  each  side.  The  entire  building  was  one  hundred  and  forty 
feet  long  and  fifty-five  feet  wide,  the  wings  measuring  twenty- 
five  by  forty  feet.  It  was  occupied  by  the  offices  of  Suffolk 
County. 

The  building  was  early  called  Johnson  Hall  in  honor  of 
Isaac  Johnson,  one  of  Boston's  earliest  settlers,  whose  home 
was  in  this  immediate  vicinity.  It  is  said  that  in  accordance 
with  a  desire  expressed  on  his  death  bed,  he  was  buried  in 
what  is  now  known  as  King's  Chapel  Burying  Ground,  and 
the  people  of  the  town  showed  their  attachment  for  him  by 
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requesting  that  at  their  deaths  their  bodies  might  be  buried 
near  his. 

The  name  Johnson  Hall  does  not  seem  to  have  been  gen- 
erally adopted  for  we  find  it  more  frequently  spoken  of  as  the 
Court  House.  The  land  on  which  the  present  City  Hall  stands 
was  sold  to  "the  town  of  Boston  in  1645. 

The  two  story  building  at  the  left  was  Barrister's  Hall  which 
was  built  by  John  Lowell;  it  stood  on  the  present  site  of  the 
Franklin  statue  which  is  in  front  of  City  Hall. 

The  one  story  building  in  the  rear  at  the  left  was,  in  the 
days  of  the  volunteer  fire  department,  the  house  of  Tiger 
Engine  No.  7.  This  was  the  crack  volunteer  company  of 
Boston  and  numbered  among  its  members  some  of  the  best 
known  citizens  of  the  town  and  city.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  herewith  reports  for  the  year 
1922: 

George  Washington,  then  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  visited  Boston  in  the  fall  of  1789  when  he  was  making 
the  first  of  what  we  now  call  Presidential  Tours.  He  ' '  tarried ' ' 
at  this  time  at  Mrs.  IngersoU's  boarding  house  at  the  corner  of 
Court  and  Tremont  Streets. 

To  commemorate  this  event  a  marble  tablet  was  placed  on 
the  Court  Street  side  of  the  building  when  it  was  altered  for 
business  purposes.     The  tablet  is  inscribed 

"Occupied  by 
Washington 
October  1789" 
2 
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This  building  was  taken  down  later  and  the  Hemenway  Build- 
ing was  erected  on  the  site. 

The  tablet  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Society  and  per- 
mission has  been  granted  to  place  it  on  the  Tremont  Street 
front  of  the  Hemenway  Building.  It  is  expected  that  the 
tablet  will  be  placed  during  the  coming  spring.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   FINANCE 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reports  as  follows  for  the  past 
year: 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1921  the  Permanent  Fund  of  the 
Society  amounted  to  $70,082.37. 

During  the  year  1922  the  fund  has  been  increased  by  the 
life  membership  fees  of  thirty-eight  new  members,  amounting 
to  $1,120,  the  receipt  of  $1,000  as  the  balance  of  a  legacy  under 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Caroline  F.  Sanborn,  and  by  an  increase  of 
$58.56  in  the  James  Lyman  Whitney  Library  Fund. 

Bonds  of  the  value  of  $15,000.78  have  been  called  or  sold, 
and    the    Committee    has    purchased    bonds    amounting    to 

$16,99773. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Permanent  Fund  amounted  to 
$74,887.46.  Of  this  amount  $73,800  is  invested  in  bonds 
valued  at  par,  the  James  Lyman  Whitney  Library  Fund, 
deposited  in  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank,  amounts  to  $656.40 
and  there  is  deposited  in  the  New  England  Trust  Co.  an 
uninvested  balance  of  $431.06.

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BOSTON   IN  THE  LAST   DAYS  OF  THE  TOWN 

A  Paper  read  before  the  Bostonian  Society,  December  ig,  ig22 

By  Walter  Kendall  Watkins 

In  1817  was  published  the  first  Topographical  Description 
of  Boston.     The  compiler,  Charles  Shaw,  in  his  Preface,  states: 

"While  the  historians  of  New  England  have  little  cause  to  complain  of  the 
want  of  authentic  materials,  the  mere  topographer  will  not  find  them  so 
abundant  as  might  be  expected.  Our  old  writers  are  minute  even  to  tedi- 
ousness  in  recording  the  foundation  of  churches,  the  names  of  ruling  elders 
and  remarkable  providences,  and  so  forth;  but  they  have  given  us  little  or 
no  topographical  information.  They  have  failed  to  notice  the  original 
appearances  of  the  places  where  they  settled  and  their  progressive  advance- 
ment. One  of  them  has  furnished  what  he  quaintly  calls  an  Ecclesiastical 
Map  of  this  country,  but  is  of  no  service  to  one  fixing  boundaries  of  places 
in  ascertaining  the  courses  of  streams  or  in  determining  the  line  which  once 
separated  the  water  from  the  dry  land.  In  a  lecture  preached  in  1698  en- 
titled the  'Bostonian  Ebenezer,'  the  learned  preacher  says:  'It  would  be  no 
unprofitable  thing  for  you  to  pass  over  the  several  streets  and  call  to  mind 
who  lived  here  so  many  years  ago?  Why!  In  that  place  lived  such  a  one, 
&c.  Who  does  not  regret  that  he  has  not  given  us  the  result  of  these  profit- 
able inquiries? ' " 

Modern  methods  of  research  have  supplied  many  particulars 
and  material  unknown  to  Mr.  Shaw  has  been  brought  to  light. 
We  can  therefore  have  a  better  idea  of  the  topography  of  the 
town,  in  its  earlier  days,  than  it  was  possible  for  Mr.  Shaw  to 
construct  in  his  History. 

The  first  change  in  the  topography  of  Boston  was  in  1646, 
when  a  lease  was  given  for  80  years  of  the  marshy  shores  about 
the  Town  Dock. 

In  1673  the  Barricado  was  built  across  the  harbor  and  the 
right  was  given  to  subscribers  to  build  out  on  the  water  front 
to  the  circular  line,  virtually  the  sea  end  of  the  wharves  of  a 
century  ago.  The  line  of  the  Barricado  is  now  Atlantic 
Avenue. 

In  1709  Boston  Pier,  or  Long  Wharf,  was  extended  into  the 
harbor,  and  Boston  Neck  preserved  from  the  waves  of  the 
harbor  and  Back  Bay.  In  1720  the  south  side  of  the  Town 
Dock  was  filled  in  to  furnish  a  site  for  a  market  place  and  the 
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future  Faneuil  Hall.  It  was  not  until  nearly  a  century  later, 
in  1811,  that  Beacon  Hill,  138  feet  above  sea  level,  was  removed 
to  fill  in  the  Mill  Pond  and  finish  the  work  of  filling  the  marsh, 
at  the  bottom  of  the  Common,  commenced  in  1800,  when 
Charles  Street  was  laid  out  through  Fox  Hill,  which  was  fi.rst 
utilized  for  the  project. 

Previous  to  1800  the  waters  of  the  Charles  River,  north  of 
Blackstone's  Point,  at  the  foot  of  Beacon  Street,  washed  the 
base  of  a  cliff,  at  the  top  of  which  was  a  cartway,  now  West 
Cedar  Street.  West  of  Charles  Street,  at  the  corner  of  Beacon, 
a  century  ago,  was  a  brick  block  owned  by  the  Sullivan  family. 
Beyond  Chestnut  Street  stood  a  brick  dwelling,  the  Baptist 
Church,  still  standing,  built  in  1807,  and  a  few  brick  houses 
near  West  Boston  Bridge.  On  the  east  side,  toward  Beacon 
Hill,  about  a  dozen  brick  dwellings  had  been  built  on  the  land 
filled  in  by  the  removal  of  the  West  Hill,  which  was  on  the  site 
of  Louisburg  Square,  some  70  feet  higher.  This  whole  section 
between  Pinckney  and  Beacon  Streets,  was  the  improvement 
of  the  Mt.  Vernon  proprietors,  Jonathan  Mason,  John  Joy, 
Harrison  Gray  Otis,  and  William  Sullivan,  the  agent  of  Mrs. 
James  Swan. 

It  was  their  purchase,  in  the  last  decade  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  of  the  Copley  estate,  various  pastures  and  rope  walks, 
and  included  the  William  Blaxton  estate.  On  Beacon  Street, 
between  Charles  Street  and  the  Hancock  estate  at  Joy  Street, 
had  been  erected  a  score  of  brick  dwellings,  which  included  the 
Harrison  Gray  Otis,  now  the  Austin- Wadsworth  house,  the 
birthplace  of  Wendell  Phillips,  corner  of  Walnut,  and  others 
still  standing,  and  the  granite  dweUing  of  David  Sears,  now  the 
Somerset  Club. 

On  Chestnut  Street  were  the  three  houses  built  by  Mrs.  Swan 
for  her  daughters,  Mrs.  Howard,  Mrs.  Sullivan  and  Mrs.  Sar- 
gent. Below,  opposite  Spruce  Street,  were  houses  built  by 
John  Joy  and  Jonathan  Mason  on  their  lots,  as  Mt.  Vernon 
proprietors. 

Opposite  Walnut  Street,  on  Mt.  Vernon,  was  the  residence 
of  Mr.  Mason,  between  1805  and  1835,  when  it  was  torn  down; 
below  was  the  second  residence  of  Mr.  Otis.     No.  i  Mt.  Vernon 
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was  the  house  now  No.  lo  Joy,  occupied  later  by  its  owners, 
Dr.  John  Brown  and  Dr.  Henry  K.  Oliver. 

On  the  north  slope  of  Mt.  Vernon  were  pastures  and  rope 
walks  during  the  eighteenth  century,  the  latter,  owned  by  Aus- 
tin and  Cade,  running  on  the  crest  of  the  hill  between  Revere 
and  Pinckney  Streets,  at  right  angles  with  Grove  and  Anderson 
Streets.  In  the  vicinity  dwelt  many  of  the  workmen,  many  of 
them  people  of  color.  Other  rope  walks  extended  down  the 
hill  between  Hancock  and  Irving  Streets,  and  the  north  slope 
to  Cambridge  Street,  where  potato  fields  and  pastures  were  lo- 
cated before  1800,  had  by  1820  been  laid  out  for  the  wooden 
dwellings  of  artisans  and  laborers.  A  century  ago  these  in 
turn  began  to  be  encroached  upon  by  more  substantial  brick 
buildings  of  a  better  class. 

Cambridge  Street,  by  the  building  of  the  West  Boston 
Bridge,  took  on  more  of  a  business  look  by  the  erection  of  the 
Parkman  Market  about  1810,  and  when  Blossom  Street  was 
extended  in  18 17  to  Allen  Street,  on  the  erection  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital,  "Prince's  Marsh  Pasture"  was 
covered  by  the  brick  dwellings,  which  are  now  disappearing 
and  being  replaced  by  tall  tenements. 

One  would  hardly  expect  to  find  the  Courthouse  in  1822  on 
Leverett,  near  Charles  Street,  but  here  was  the  Municipal 
Courthouse,  County  Jail  and  House  of  Correction,  three  hand- 
some stone  buildings. 

They  were  built  on  land  reclaimed  from  the  Charles  River, 
by  dredging  and  filling  in,  and  Wall  Street  was  the  sea  wall  by 
the  West  Mills,  which  ran  back  to  the  tide  mills  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  owned  by  the  Leveretts. 

East  of  these  was  the  Mill  Pond  recently  filled,  adding  43 
acres.  Where  Canal  Street  was  formed  in  1807  by  dredgings 
of  the  pond,  ran  the  Old  Middlesex  Canal,  connecting  with  the 
Mill  Creek,  the  harbor  and  river.  This  territory  has  been 
developed  mainly  for  business.  South  Margin  Street  marked 
the  south  border  of  the  Mill  Pond,  and  south  of  that  to  Green 
Street  and  Bowdoin  Square,  a  century  ago,  was  occupied  by 
wooden  dwellings.  In  1810  Samuel  Parkman  built  for  his 
daughters,    IMrs.    Blake,    Mrs.    Tuckerman,    and   later   Mrs. 
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Shaw,  the  stone  residences  in  Bowdoin  Square  between  Cam- 
bridge and  Green  Streets,  one  of  the  earliest  of  the  Chelmsford 
granite  buildings  built  in  the  town.  In  the  square,  a  century 
ago,  were  the  residences  of  the  Bulfinch,  Gore  and  Armstrong 
families,  and  the  Parkman  house,  corner  of  Chardon,  later  the 
United  States  Courthouse. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  square  had  been  built  previously  the 
brick  mansion  of  Kirk  Boott,  later  altered  as  the  Revere  House. 
These  were  followed  in  this  vicinity  by  brick  houses  on  Cam- 
bridge, Bulfinch  and  Bowdoin  Streets.  This  resulted  from  the 
development  of  the  Bulfinch  pasture,  which  ran  back  of  the 
Revere  House,  and  the  Bowdoin  estate  on  Beacon  Street. 

The  Bowdoin  heirs  opened  a  street  from  Beacon  Street,  near 
the  governor's  house,  in  1800,  to  run  down  the  hill  to  Derne 
Street.  Brick  residences  began  to  be  erected  on  this  street 
and  its  continuation,  known  as  Middlecott  Street.  On  Derne 
Street  was  the  first  high  school  in  1821.  The  next  street  east 
was  Somerset — it  was  laid  out  through  land  of  Jerathmeel 
Bowers,  who  lived  at  Somerset,  Mass.  It  was  laid  out  in  1804 
through  the  pastures  between  Beacon  and  Pemberton  Hills, 
sometimes  called  Valley  Acre.  A  passage  from  Somerset  to 
Bowdoin  was  called  Somerset  Place  in  1807,  Allston  Street  in 
1843;  Somerset  Court  in  1809  became  Ashburton  Place  on  its 
continuation  in  1843.  The  oldest  houses  dated  about  a  cen- 
tury ago. 

Pemberton  Hill  was  undisturbed  a  century  ago  and  was 
crowned  by  the  terraced  gardens  of  the  Gardiner  Greene  estate, 
and  on  its  slopes  on  Tremont  Street  and  Row  were  the  eight- 
eenth century  residences,  including  two-story  wooden  houses 
of  Sir  Harry  Vane,  the  oldest  in  the  town,  which  were  to  dis- 
appear in  1835,  in  the  unsuccessful  improvement  financially 
of  Patrick  Tracy  Jackson,  and  be  replaced  by  the  brick  build- 
ings on  Tremont  Street  and  Row  and  Pemberton  Square. 

In  Scollay  Square  were  standing  the  buildings  which  gave 
the  square  its  name,  and  extended  further  westward  than  in  the 
last  days  before  demolition.  Cornhill,  laid  out  in  181 7  as 
Cheapside,  in  1822  was  called  Market  Street  and  changed  to 
Cornhill  in  1829.

The  Cobb  Building,  on  the  west  corner,  is  unchanged,  as  a 
497  years'  lease  specifies  this,  also  that  its  exterior  should  have 
three  coats  of  paint  every  ten  years.  Within  that  period  the 
paint  has  been  removed  by  sand  blasting,  and  it  is  a  question 
whether  the  lease  could  not  be  declared  as  forfeited  and  a  ten- 
story  building  erected,  a  result  desired  by  lessees  and  owners. 
David  Sears  never  imagined  it  would  be  occupied  in  1922  by  a 
Chinese-American  Restaurant. 

Tremont  Street  was  little  changed,  a  century  ago,  as  far 
south  as  School  Street.  In  1807  a  short  passage,  just  south  of 
Bromfield  Street,  ran  from  Tremont  Street,  next  to  the  house 
of  Mr.  Bumstead,  a  coach  maker,  then  north  into  Bromfield 
Street,  next  to  the  Methodist  Church.  It  was  called  Bum- 
stead  Place,  and  many  will  recall  it  as  a  built-over  passage  to 
Music  Hall  fifty  years  ago. 

In  1820  St.  Paul's  Church  was  erected  and  the  block  of  brick 
houses  between  the  church  and  Winter  Street  was  called  St. 
Paul's  Row.  Turnagain  Alley  is  now  Temple  Place.  In  1822 
the  Washington  Gardens  was  a  noted  pleasure  resort.  It  ex- 
tended from  the  church  to  West  Street.  The  Amphitheatre 
was  called  The  City  Theatre.  The  land  was  owned  by  Major 
James  Swan,  whose  widow  resided  later  on  Chestnut  Street. 
The  strip  of  town  land  between  the  Common  and  Mason 
Street,  running  south  from  West  Street,  was  sold  previous  to 
1800  and  some  of  the  lots  bought  by  Mrs.  Swan.  On  this  land 
was  erected,  at  different  times,  the  brick  residences  known  as 
Colonnade  Row  and  Cape  Cod  Row. 

Tremont  Street,  during  the  days  of  the  town,  was  called  Com- 
mon Street,  and  extended  only  to  the  present  Common  Street 
and  then  curved  east  to  Washington  Street.  Washington 
Street  was  then,  as  now,  the  principal  street  for  retail  trade. 
Its  buildings,  as  far  as  School  Street,  joined  each  other  and  were 
mainly  of  brick;  an  occasional  wooden  house  remained,  the 
last  survivor  being  the  quarters  of  the  Chelsea  Dye  House,  at 
the  corner  of  Harvard  Place.  South  of  School  Street  the  pas- 
sages became  more  frequent,  showing  the  entrances  to  barns 
and  workshops  in  the  rear,  in  the  days  when  the  locality  was 
at  the  South  End  and  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 
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Its  buildings  were  shops,  the  shopkeeper,  in  the  majority  of 
the  cases,  living  above  as  is  the  English  custom  today.  Most 
of  the  shop  fronts  projected  on  each  side  of  an  entrance,  with  a 
separate  entrance  to  the  dwelling.  The  shop  window  allowed 
a  row  of  panes  below  to  light  the  basement,  and  the  front  was 
usually  of  five  rows,  with  five  panes  in  a  row.  Many  of  the 
windows  projected  with  a  curved  front.  Many  of  these  fronts 
are  shown  in  photographs  previous  to  the  Civil  War.  Many 
of  the  houses  began  to  have  iron  balconies  on  the  second  story 
a  century  ago.  Next  to  Washington  Street,  on  streets  leading 
from  it,  were  houses  with  shops,  but  they  were  mainly  resi- 
dences. On  Bedford  and  West  Streets  were  residences  up  to 
the  time  of  the  Great  Fire. 

Franklin  Place,  later  Franklin  Street,  was  developed  in  the 
last  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  erection  of  the  Fed- 
eral Street  Theatre  and  Tontine  Crescent  on  what  had  been 
previously  a  marshy  pasture,  and  thus  became  the  fine  resi- 
dential section. 

In  1793  a  fire  destroyed  the  rope  walks  on  Fort  Hill  and 
afterwards  several  fine  mansions  were  erected  on  High,  Pearl 
and  Congress  Streets.  In  the  next  century,  1805-8,  began  the 
development  of  Broad  and  India  Streets,  for  business,  by  Otis 
and  Cotting,  and  the  latter  commenced  the  improvement  of 
the  top  and  sides  of  Fort  Hill  which  resulted  in  Washington 
Place  and  Square  as  a  residential  section.  At  the  same  time 
the  large  estates  at  the  foot  of  High  and  Summer  Streets  were 
cut  up  into  lots,  and  the  latter  street  became  the  finest  resi- 
dential street  of  the  town  a  century  ago.  Its  large  trees  and 
the  New  South  Church  at  the  junction  with  Bedford  Street 
furnished  a  view  frequently  pictured  by  artist  and  photog- 
rapher. 

State  Street  was  in  1822,  as  today,  the  financial  centre  of  the 
town,  and  on  both  sides  of  the  street  were  standing  buildings 
designed  by  Charles  Bulfinch.  Of  these  the  most  notable  was 
the  State,  formerly  the  United  States  Bank,  which  stood  on  the 
site  of  the  Exchange  Building. 

The  Old  State  House  stood  at  the  head  of  State  Street,  as 
it  had  for  a  century,  but  the  west  and  east  ends  show  frequent 
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changes.  A  view  in  1818  of  the  east  end  shows  a  balcony,  as 
today,  with  a  large  square  window  below.  In  a  view  of  1825 
pillars  are  shown  each  side  of  this  window.  An  1828  view 
shows  the  town  pump  at  the  lower  end. 

On  the  site  of  the  new  National  Union  Bank  was  the  Joy 
Building,  which  took  the  place  of  the  Old  Brick  First  Church 
in  1809.  The  Old  Corner  Bookstore  has  reached  its  210th 
anniversary.  Johnson  Hall  stood  on  the  site  of  the  City  Hall. 
It  was  erected  in  1810  of  Chelmsford  granite,  an  octagon  with 
two  wings.  It  was  first  used  for  the  Supreme  and  Superior 
Courts,  the  Probate  and  Deeds,  and  faced  on  an  open  space  on 
School  Street,  called  Court  Square. 

The  old  Courthouse  of  pre-revolutionary  days  was  on  Court 
Street.  It  was  a  three-story  brick  building  with  an  octagon 
cupola.  A  century  ago  it  was  used  for  the  United  States 
Marshal,  the  District  and  Circuit  Courts.  It  stood  on  the 
site  of  an  old  stone  jail.  Between  these  two  courthouses  was 
the  Gaol,  an  old  stone  building,  90  by  23,  where  formerly  stood 
a  wooden  building  called  the  Debtor's  Gaol. 

In  1805  the  vicinity  of  the  Town  Dock  was  of  about  the 
same  appearance  as  during  the  last  half  of  the  previous  century. 
The  dock  on  the  north  side  of  Faneuil  Hall,  where  oyster  ves- 
sels and  packets  had  unloaded  their  cargoes,  had  been  filled  in 
and  on  the  space  had  been  erected  a  wooden  shed  for  a  vege- 
table market.  The  seventeenth-century  brick  triangular 
warehouse  stood  until  torn  down,  for  the  improvement  in 
1825,  by  Mayor  Quincy.  Then  was  erected  the  large  market 
and  the  brick  blocks  on  North  and  South  Market  Streets. 

At  the  corner  of  North  Street  was  the  Old  Feather  Ware- 
house, which  disappeared  in  the  sixties.  The  Sun  Tavern,  in 
Faneuil  Hall  Square,  survived  into  this  century.  The  brick 
flatiron-shaped  block  in  Dock  Square,  across  from  Faneuil 
Hall,  is  a  relic  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  building  on  the 
east  corner  of  Exchange  Street  and  Adams  Square  dates  from 
about  1700. 

On  Union  Street  is  an  eighteenth-century  building,  long  an 
oyster  house,  formerly  the  shop  of  Hopestill  Capen,  whose 
clerk  was  Count  Rumford,  when  a  young  man.     Just  around 
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the  corner  is  the  building  formerly  the  Marshall  House,  owned 
and  occupied  in  the  eighteenth  century  by  Ebenezer  Hancock, 
a  mason,  the  cousin  of  Governor  John  Hancock.  Opposite, 
imbedded  in  the  foundation,  is  the  "Boston  Stone,"  an  ad- 
vertisement of  the  eighteenth  century,  originally  used  for 
grinding  paints. 

At  the  southeast  corner  of  Union  and  Hanover  stood  the 
house  of  Benjamin  Franklin's  father,  with  its  sign  of  the  Blue 
Ball.  It  was  a  wooden  structure  removed  after  1800;  on  the 
brick  building,  erected  in  its  place,  a  shoe  store  still  displayed 
the  blue  ball,  with  a  gilt  coating.  This  building  was  removed 
just  after  the  Civil  War,  when  Hanover  Street  was  widened, 
and  the  Blue  Ball  is  now  exhibited  in  the  Old  State  House. 

The  houses  of  the  North  End  were  mainly  of  wood  a  century 
ago.  The  most  notable  house  in  that  vicinity  was  the  Phips 
Mansion,  at  the  corner  of  Salem  and  Charter  Streets,  which  is 
depicted  as  Mr.  Ruck's  house  on  the  Burgess  View  of  the  town 
two  centuries  ago.  It  was  two  stories  of  brick,  to  which  an 
upright  third  story  was  added  early  in  the  last  century.  It 
was  occupied  a  century  ago  by  the  Asylum  for  Indigent  Boys, 
now  located  at  Thompson's  Island  as  the  Farm  School. 

Across  on  Charter  Street,  still  stand  two  wooden  dwellings 
of  the  seventeenth  century:  the  Vernon  house,  and  in  the  rear 
the  house  in  Vernon  Place,  with  its  overhanging  second  story 
and  its  wainscoted  room.  Other  houses  of  historic  interest, 
built  of  brick,  have  not  survived  the  march  of  improvement, 
but  disappeared  in  the  first  half  of  the  last  century.  The 
Hutchinson  and  Frankland  houses  in  North  Square  and  the 
Mather  house  in  Hanover  Street  are  the  best  known  examples. 

I  have  referred  to  some  of  the  principal  buildings.  Faneuil 
Hall,  enlarged  in  1805  under  the  supervision  of  Bulfinch,  was 
the  seat  of  the  town  government. 

Under  the  city  it  furnished  the  offices  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  and  the  assessors  and  the  directors  of  the  House  of  In- 
dustry. In  the  second  story,  at  the  west  end  of  the  Old  State 
House,  was  to  be  found  the  city  and  county  treasurer.  The 
quarters  of  the  new  city  government  were  in  the  stone  Court- 
house in  School  Street.     The  mayor's  and  aldermen's  rooms 
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were  in  the  third  story  of  the  west  wing.  The  common  coun- 
cil were  in  the  centre  room  on  the  same  floor.  The  city  clerk 
and  auditor  also  had  offices  in  the  building.  The  clerk  of  the 
common  council  was  housed  in  a  small  brick  building  in  front 
of  the  Courthouse  on  School  Street.  He  issued  the  bans  or 
intentions  of  marriage  there,  every  Thursday,  immediately  as 
the  bell  ceased  tolling  for  the  stated  lecture  of  the  Boston 
Ministerial  Association.  In  the  last  years  of  the  eighteenth 
century  Charles  Bulfinch  was  the  superintendent  of  police  of 
the  town,  and  he  had  one  assistant.  In  1823  the  office  of  city 
marshal  was  created,  and  his  duties  were  to  pass  through  every 
street  and  lane  at  least  once  a  week. 

I  have  referred  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
completed  in  1821.  On  Mason  Street  was  the  Medical  Col- 
lege, still  standing,  occupied  by  the  fire  department.  A  de- 
scription of  the  interior,  in  18 16,  describes  its  heating  appara- 
tus, invented  by  Jacob  Perkins,  of  bank  note  fame.  This 
pioneer  furnace,  which  burnt  Rhode  Island  coal,  was  an  im- 
provement on  the  open  grates,  which  had  burnt  the  Cape  Bre- 
ton and  English  coals,  during  the  previous  half  century.  The 
poorer  class  were  still  dependent  on  the  wood  market,  which  in 
the  eighteenth  century  was  beneath  the  Paddock  Elms,  by  the 
Granary  Burial  Ground. 

In  the  next  century,  Bowdoin  Square,  the  north  side  of  Milk 
Street  and  along  Congress  Street  were  utilized,  until  the  filling 
of  the  Mill  Pond  furnished  sites  on  Endicott  and  Merrimac 
Streets.  Besides  the  open-air  markets,  for  the  sale  of  meats 
and  vegetables,  the  town  was  well  provided  with  market 
houses.  Beneath  Faneuil  Hall  and  the  shed  on  the  north  side 
were  used  for  the  sale  of  fish  and  later  of  vegetables.  Park- 
man's  Market,  a  large  brick  building  at  the  corner  of  Cam- 
bridge and  Grove,  was  erected  in  18 10. 

In  the  same  year  was  erected  the  Boylston  Market  from 
plans  by  Bulfinch.  Its  clock  tower  was  placed  on  a  brewery 
near  Sullivan  Square,  when  the  building  was  torn  down,  and 
has  again  recently  been  removed  to  surmount  a  church  tower 
in  Arlington.  Boylston  Hall,  in  the  third  story,  was  the  scene 
of  large  social  functions  a  century  ago.     It  had  also  a  large 
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organ  and  was  rented  to  the  Handel  and  Haydn  Society.  It 
was  lighted  by  gas  in  1815  for  the  first  time.  Gas  was  used  to 
light  the  Washington  Gardens  in  181 7  and  its  use  gradually 
increased  from  that  time. 

In  1 819  David  Sears  erected  a  building  next  to  the  City  Ho- 
tel in  Brattle  Street,  which  ran  through  to  Elm  Street.  He 
offered  it  as  a  market  house,  but  as  there  were  conditions  at- 
tached to  the  gift,  the  people  refused  it.  In  the  upper  rooms 
a  museum  was  located  for  a  short  time.  It  afterward  became 
the  furniture  warerooms  of  Blake  and  Alden,  and  was  torn 
down  in  1872,  when  Washington  Street  was  extended.  An- 
other hall,  still  in  use  a  century  ago,  was  Concert  Hall,  noted 
for  its  interior  finish. 

A  building,  erected  early  in  the  last  century  by  Jonathan 
Harris,  at  the  corner  of  Water  and  Congress  Streets,  was  as 
much  the  cause  of  his  financial  ruin  as  his  residence,  Harris' 
Folly,  on  High  Street.  It  was  of  four  stories  and  of  brick.  It 
was  called  Merchants'  Hall  and  was  the  successor  of  the  Ex- 
change Coffee  House,  Congress  Street.  It  contained  the  post 
office,  a  large  auction  room,  reading  room  and  insurance  office. 
An  association  was  formed  to  take  over  this  property,  and 
named  "A  Republican  Institution  in  the  Town  of  Boston." 
The  scheme  did  not  materialize,  but  that  society  has  contin- 
ued to  the  present  time. 

The  churches  still  standing,  erected  previous  to  a  century 
ago,  are  few  in  number — ^the  oldest  is  Christ  Church,  built  in 
1723.  The  Old  South,  King's  Chapel,  West  Church,  Park 
Street,  Charles  Street  and  St.  Stephen's  on  Hanover  Street  are 
the  best  known  of  the  survivors. 

The  comfort  of  visitors  to  the  town  was  always  well  supplied 
by  the  many  taverns  and  hotels.  A  century  ago  they  were 
numerous.  The  second  Exchange  Coffee  House  in  Congress 
Square,  a  rare  picture  of  which  is  shown  in  a  recent  brochure 
issued  by  the  State  Street  Trust,  was  one  of  the  principal 
houses.  The  Commercial  Coffee  House  in  Milk  Street,  Earl's 
Coffee  House  and  the  Merchants'  Hotel  in  Hanover  Street, 
Eastern  State  House  in  Ann,  now  North  Street,  Washington 
Coffee  House,  158  Washington  and  the  Marlboro  Hotel  and 
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Indian  Queen  on  Bromfield  Street  were  the  principal  stage 
houses.  The  Lamb  and  Green  Dragon  were  taverns  dating 
back  to  the  seventeenth  century. 

A  score  of  smaller  taverns  were  scattered  about  the  town, 
among  them  the  Province  House,  which  was  lately  demolished. 
Julien's  and  other  similar  eating  houses  flourished,  as  restau- 
rants, in  the  last  days  of  the  town,  a  reminder  of  the  emigration 
during  the  French  Revolution. 

The  war  of  the  Revolution,  with  the  free  and  wandering  life 
of  the  soldier,  did  much  to  break  down  the  puritanical  living 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  This  was  followed  by  the  un- 
settled state  of  affairs  which  resulted  in  Shay's  Rebellion.  The 
French  Revolution  brought  to  this  country  the  French  emigres 
of  the  last  decade  of  the  eighteenth  century.  This  influence 
is  seen  in  the  establishment  of  the  theatre  in  Boston,  the  greater 
social  freedom  of  the  time  and  the  tolerance  that  allowed  the 
establishment  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

This  resulted  in  a  more  general  observance  of  Christmas  and 
New  Year's  by  all  the  religious  denominations,  and  on  the  lat- 
ter day  carriers  of  newspapers,  lamp  lighters  and  watchmen 
presented  the  citizens  their  poetic  broadsides,  expecting  a  sub- 
stantial cash  gift.  Fast  Day  was  observed  by  shops  and  ware- 
houses remaining  closed,  and  religious  services  in  the  churches. 
Thanksgiving  was  also  observed  in  the  churches  and  by  family 
gatherings  at  home. 

The  youthful  celebration  of  May  Day  was  an  old  custom  of 
colonial  times.  The  Artillery  Company's  election  was  also 
an  observance  of  colonial  days,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June. 
It  followed  the  general  election  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May, 
when  the  General  Court  convened  and  marched  under  escort 
of  the  cadets,  to  hear  a  sermon  at  the  Old  South.  Bunker  Hill 
and  Independence  Days  were  observed,  as  now,  by  reference 
to  the  historic  past  in  this  country,  with  parade  and  a  dinner 
with  orations. 

In  August  occurred  the  annual  Indian  commemoration  of  a 
feast  at  Squantum.  The  general  training  occurred  in  October, 
with  a  grand  military  display  and  review  of  troops  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk.     It  was  a  day  when  much  New  England  and 
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Jamaica  rum  was  consumed,  in  the  form  of  punch  and  flip,  a 
beverage  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  future  generations  will  know 
of  only  by  tradition. 

Water  was  not  scarce  in  those  days,  as  in  all  parts  of  the 
town  wells  were  to  be  found  at  nearly  every  house,  as  were 
rain-water  cisterns,  and  the  aqueduct  water  was  conveyed  to  a 
reservoir  on  Fort  Hill,  through  Washington  and  the  side 
streets,  from  its  source  at  Jamaica  Pond. 

I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  making  a  pro- 
test against  the  wholesale  attempt  to  change  the  names  of 
localities  in  Boston. 

Such  names  cannot  be  lasting,  future  generations  will  take 
the  practice  as  a  precedent  and  in  turn  give  the  name  for 
some  more  recent  actor  in  the  world's  history. 

If  we  retain  the  names  handed  us  as  those  of  persons  and 
events  in  the  early  history  of  the  town,  with  the  sentiment 
they  express,  they  will  be  more  apt  to  be  retained  by  our 
successors. 
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SCHOOL  STREET  IN   1830 
*By  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale,  D.D. 

Going  down  this  street  in  1830  one  would  find  upon  the 
right,  at  the  corner  of  Tremont  Street,  the  fine  mansion  of 
Dr.  Jonathan  Greely  Stevenson,  who  was  at  that  period  one  of 
Boston's  famous  physicians.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard 
College  in  the  class  of  181 6,  and  he  died  in  Boston  in  1835. 

Next  below  this  house  was  the  stable  belonging  to  the  hotel 
just  south  of  it:  this  stable  was  at  the  rear  of  the  estate  some 
fifty  feet  from  the  line  of  the  street.  There  was  a  passage  way 
between  the  stable  and  the  Stevenson  lot,  which  communicated 
with  the  rear  of  the  Tremont  Theatre,  which  then  stood  on  the 
site  of  the  present  Tremont  Temple  on  Tremont  Street. 
Through  this  passage  way  the  actors  at  the  theatre  reached  the 
stage  door,  and  it  was  very  common  for  the  Latin  School  boys 
to  linger  about  the  entrance,  at  the  risk  of  being  late  at  morning 
prayers,  to  see  Finn,  Johnson,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mr.  & 
Mrs.  Geo.  G.  Barrett  pass  in  for  rehearsals. 

Next  to  the  stable  was  the  brick  public  house  called  "The 
Boylston  Hotel,"  which  also  stood  back  about  twenty  feet 
from  the  line  of  the  street.  It  was  a  three  story  edifice  and 
was  kept  by  Henry  L.  Bascom,  and  was  the  resort  of  the  minor 
actors  connected  with  the  theatre. 

Next  to  this  lot  was  situated  the  Boston  Latin  School  with 
its  granite  front  and  cupola  and  bell.  (You  know  all  about  this 
school.) 

Adjoining  the  schoolhouse  was  Cook  Court,  which  was 
about  twenty  feet  wide  (now  called  Chapman  Street  after 
Jonathan  Chapman,  Mayor  of  Boston),  and  ran  back  to  the 
rear  of  the  houses  on  what  is  now  Bosworth  Street. 

There  was  an  arched  passage  through  one  of  these  abutting 
houses  to  Montgomery  Place  as  it  was  then  called .  This  arched 
house  was  recently  removed,  and  the  old  court  now  carries  its 
width  into  Bosworth  Street. 

In  those  early  days  the  court  was  used  for  residence,  con- 
spicuous among  which  was  the  huge  double  house,  on  the

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southeast  side,  shaded  by  noble  elms  and  occupied  on  one  side 
by  Elijah  Meats  and  on  the  other  side  by  Jonathan  Kilham, 
who  were  partners  in  the  business  of  tailors.  Wm.  H.  Smith, 
the  actor,  also  lived  on  this  court,  and  Francis  Loring  a  book- 
seller of  some  note,  and  Daniel  Morrill  the  messenger  of  the 
Court  House. 

Coming  back  to  School  Street,  on  the  corner  of  Cook  Court, 
there  stood  the  mansion  of  Dr.  Samuel  Adams,  who  graduated 
at  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1794.  The  side  of  this 
house  abutted  on  Cook  Court  and  its  large  garden  extended 
southwesterly  up  to  the  Mears'  estate.  Dr.  Adams  kept  in 
this  garden  two  sheep,  which  were  the  constant  targets,  when 
in  sight,  for  the  coal  and  wood  thrown  at  them  by  the  boys  from 
the  upper  windows  of  the  Latin  School. 

Next  to  the  Adams  lot  came  the  estate  of  Dr.  Sam'l  A. 
Bemis,  a  celebrated  dentist  who  made  a  fortune  which  he  ex- 
pended in  later  years  upon  a  stone  edifice  in  the  Crawford 
Notch  of  the  White  Mountains  still  extant  today. 

Below  this  estate,  passing  sundry  small  shops,  was  on  the 
corner  of  Province  Street  a  brick  building  occupied  by  Nath'l 
Bryant,  a  well  known  cabinet  maker,  and  Charles  Dupee,  a 
carpenter  of  some  prominence. 

Below  Province  House  Court  was  the  Second  Universalist 
Church,  where  Dr.  Hosea  Ballou  preached  so  long.  The  site 
of  the  church  was  just  below  the  present  Five  Cents  Savings 
Bank  and  is  now  covered  by  the  "School  Street  Block." 

Next  to  the  church  was  the  famous  saddle  and  harness  store 
kept  by  Charles  McBurney.  In  the  adjoining  building  was 
the  studio  of  Chester  Harding,  who  painted  the  full  length 
portrait  of  Dan'l  Webster. 

Passing  by  some  small  shops  kept  by  William  Daley  for 
fruits  and  flowers,  and  William  Perry  &  Co.,  stoves  &c., 
we  come  to  No.  18  kept  by  B.  W.  &  C.  C.  Kingsbury  as 
a  boot  and  shoe  store.  Next  to  them  was  a  boarding  house 
kept  by  Mrs.  Cecil  C.  Williams  on  the  David  S.  Greenough 
estate. 

Crossing  to  the  opposite  corner  we  find  William  D.  Ticknor 
here  established  in  the  old  book  store.     At  the  rear  on  School 
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Street  was  at  No.  i  John  Guardinier,  an  excellent  book- 
binder. 

Next  came  the  famous  firm  of  Hills  &  Knott,  ladies'  shoes: 
this  was  the  fashionable  shoe  store  of  Boston.  Above  there 
was  the  stable  kept  by  W.  J.  Niles,  which  occupied  a  large  area 
in  the  rear. 

In'  the  next  building  on  the  street  was  the  studio  of  Alvan 
Fisher,  a  noted  artist,  and  the  office  of  Isaac  H.  Appleton,  a 
dentist. 

In  a  ten  foot  building  in  front  of  the  old  Court  House  were 
stores  kept  by  Abijah  &  Joel  Seaverns  for  provisions,  and  by 
W.  &  T.  Atwood  for  oysters. 

Next  came  the  entrance  to  the  Court  House  area.  Just 
above,  extending  from  School  Street  on  the  north  side  of  the 
area,  was  a  line  of  low  buildings,  occupied  in  front  by  the 
grocery  store  of  Asa  Richardson,  where  the  Latin  School  boys 
used  to  wait  for  the  opening  of  the  schoolhouse:  in  rear  was 
Barristers  Hall  occupied  by  lawyers'  offices  and  next  to  that 
was  the  Engine  House  of  "Tiger"  No.  7,  which  was  composed, 
in  the  days  of  the  Volunteer  Dept.,  of  some  of  Boston's  well 
known  citizens — ^Thos.  C.  Amory,  Elbridge  Gerry  Austin, 
John  Brooks  Parker  and  others.

BY-LAWS 

I 

OBJECTS 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  members,  so  far  as  may  be  in  their  power,  to  carry 
out  the  objects  of  the  Society,  by  collecting,  by  gift,  loan  or  purchase,  books, 
manuscripts,  and  pictures,  and  by  such  other  suitable  means  as  may  from 
time  to  time  seem  expedient. 

II 

MEMBERS 

The  members  of  the  Bostonian  Society  shall  be  such  persons,  either 
resident  or  non-resident  in  Boston,  as  shall  be  elected  to  membership. 
Election  shall  be  made  by  ballot  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting. 

Ill 

HONORARY  MEMBERS 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Directors,  and  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  They 
may  take  part  in  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote. 

IV 

ADMISSION  FEE   AND   ASSESSMENTS 

Each  member  shall  pay  five  dollars  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  admission, 
and  five  dollars  each  first  day  of  January  afterwards,  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Society  for  its  general  purposes;  provided,  however,  that  no  person 
joining  the  Society  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  October  in  any  year  shall  be 
required  to  pay  an  additional  assessment  for  the  year  commencing  on  the 
first  day  of  January  following. 

If  any  member  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  or  her  admission  fee  or  annual 
assessment,  for  three  months  after  the  same  is  due,  he  or  she  shall  be  liable 
to  forfeit  his  or  her  membership  at  any  time  when  the  Directors  shall  so 
order. 

The  payment  of  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  in  any  one  year  by  any  member 
of  the  Society  shall  constitute  him  or  her  a  life  member  of  the  Society; 
life  members  shall  be  free  from  assessments,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
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privileges  of  annual  members.  The  money  received  for  such  life  membership 
shall  constitute  a  fund,  of  which  not  more  than  twenty  per  cent.,  together 
with  the  annual  income,  shall  be  spent  in  any  one  year. 

V 

CERTIFICATES 

Certificates,  signed  by  the  President  and  the  Clerk,  shall  be  issued,  on 
application,  to  all  persons  who  become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

VI 

MEETINGS 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday 
in  January,  and  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  every 
month,  excepting  June,  July,  August  and  September,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Directors  shall  appoint.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
the  Clerk,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Directors. 

At  all  meetings  ten  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  business.  All  Com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Any  business  which  has  not  been  acted  on  by  the  Directors  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  them  without  debate,  at  the  request  of  any  member  present. 

VII 

OFFICERS 

The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President 
and  seven  other  Directors,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer. 

The  Directors,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  January,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  duly  elected  in  their  stead.  The  President  and  Vice-President 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  their  number.  The  offices 
of  Clerk  and  Treasurer  may  be  held  by  the  same  person. 

VIII 

VACANCIES 

Any  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  the  Society  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder 
of  their  term  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  any  regular  meeting,  to  serve 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Society.  In  the  absence  of  the  Clerk 
at  any  meeting,  a  Clerk  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  for  that  meeting. 

IX 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

At  the  monthly  meeting  in  December,  a  Nominating  Committee  of  five 
persons  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting  a  list  of 
candidates  for  the  places  to  be  filled. 
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PRESIDING   OFFICER 

The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings.  In  the  absence  of  both,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  Board  of  Directors. 

XI 

DUTIES   OF   THE   CLERK 

The  Clerk  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

He  shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Society.  He  shall  keep  an  exact  rec- 
ord of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  its  Direc- 
tors. 

He  shall  conduct  the  general  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  place  on 
file  all  letters  received. 

He  shall  enter  the  names  of  members  systematically  in  books  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  issue  certificates  of  life  membership. 

The  Clerk  shall  have  such  charge  of  all  property  in  the  possession  of  the 
Society  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  delegated  to  him  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

He  shall  acknowledge  each  loan  or  gift  that  may  be  made  to  and  accepted 
in  behalf  of  the  Society. 

XII 

DUTIES   OF  THE   TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  Society,  and  pay  all 
bills  against  the  Society,  when  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

He  shall  keep  a  full  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  a  book  be- 
longing to  the  Society,  which  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Directors;  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January  he  shall  make  a  written 
report  of  all  his  doings  for  the  year  preceding. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with 
one  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

XIII 

DUTIES   AND   POWERS   OF   DIRECTORS 

The  Directors  shall  superintend  and  conduct  the  prudential  and  exec- 
utive business  of  the  Society;  shall  authorize  all  expenditures  of  money; 
fix  all  salaries;  provide  a  common  seal;  receive  and  act  upon  all  resignations 
and  forfeitures  of  membership,  and  see  that  the  By-Laws  are  duly  complied 
with. 

The  Directors  shall  have  full  power  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  lease 
of  the  rooms  in  the  Old  State  House,  made  with  the  City  of  Boston,  and  to 
make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  required  in  the  premises. 
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They  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  April,  make  careful  comparison 
of  the  articles  in  the  possession  of  the  Society  with  the  list  to  be  returned  to 
the  City  of  Boston  under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  and  certify  to  its  correct- 
ness. 

They  shall  make  a  report  of  their  doings  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

The  Directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  such  sub-committees  as 
they  deem  expedient. 

XIV 

MEETING   OF   THE   DIRECTORS 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held  monthly,  previous  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Directors  shall  be  held  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
appoint;  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business. 

XV 

FINANCE   COMMITTEE 

The  President  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  appoint  two 
Directors,  who  with  the  President,  shall  constitute  the  Committee  of  Finance 
to  examine  from  time  to  time,  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer;  to 
audit  his  accounts  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  to  report  upon  the  expe- 
diency of  proposed  expenditures  of  money. 

XVI 

STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  President  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  appoint  six  stand- 
ing committees  (of  which  the  Clerk  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  member  ex 
officio),  as  follows: — 

Committee  on  the  Rooms 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the 
Rooms,  of  which  the  President  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  member  ex  officio, 
who  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  arrangements  of  the  Rooms  (except  books, 
manuscripts,  and  other  objects  appropriate  to  the  Library,  offered  as  gifts 
or  loans);  the  hanging  of  pictures,  and  the  general  arrangement  of  the 
Society's  collections  in  their  department. 

Committee  on  Papers 

A  committee  of  three  or  more  members,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on 
Papers,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  subject  of  Papers  to  be  read,  or  other 
exercises  of  a  like  nature,  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society. 
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Committee  on  Membership 

A  committee  of  five  or  more  members,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on 
Membership,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  information  in  relation  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Society,  and  increase  its  membership. 

Committee  on  the  Library 

A  committee  of  five  or  more  members,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the 
Library,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  arrangements  of  the  Library, 
including  the  acceptance  or  rejection,  of  all  books,  manuscripts,  and  other 
objects  appropriate  to  the  Library,  offered  as  gifts  or  loans,  and  the  general 
arrangement  of  the  Society's  collections  in  their  department. 

Committee  on  Publications 

A  committee  of  four  or  more  members,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on 
Publications,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  Publications  of  the  Society. 

Committee  on  Memorials 

A  committee  of  three  or  more  members,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on 
Memorials,  who  shall  have  charge  of  such  Memorials  as  the  Society  may 
vote  to  erect. 

These  six  committees  shall  perform  the  duties  above  set  forth,  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Directors. 

Vacancies  which  may  occur  in  any  of  these  committees  during  their  term 
of  service  shall  be  filled  by  the  President. 

XVII 

AMENDMENTS   TO   BY-LAWS 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meeting  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  They  may  also  be 
made  by  the  like  vote  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  notice  of  the  same  be 
contained  in  a  call  for  such  meeting  issued  by  the  Clerk,  and  sent  to  every 
member.
